By the acceptance of this Charter, the said Post acknowledges irrevocable jurisdiction and declares 
itself to be in all things subject to the Constitution of the Sons and Daughters of Utah Pioneers and Indian War 
Veterans, and the rules, regulations and laws promulgated in pursuance thereof; and further, the said Post 
pledges itself, through its members, to uphold, protect and defend the Constitution of the United States, and 
the principles of true Americanism, for the common welfare of the living and in solemn commemoration of 
those who sacrificed their lives for the establishment of this great Commonwealth.
